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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3, drawn to an optical system, classified in class 356, subclass 450. 

II. Claims 4 and 5, drawn to a monitoring system, classified in class 340 , 
subclass 573.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as monitor system for 
use in a baby carriage. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

5. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Derrick Samuels on 6/18/04 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of the monitoring system, claims 4 
and 5. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
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Claims 1-3 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rossi (US 
6,104,293). 

Rossi shows a warning system for detecting presence of a child in an infant seat 
comprising: 

A child seat (10) containing an integral sensing device (16) and a receiver (35) of 
either radio, infrared or ultrasonic signals (column 2, lines56+), with an audio amplifier 
(21) to broadcast a voice message (column 3, line 14), 

A transmitter (44). 
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Rossi does not show that the transmitter can not be attached to the interior roof 
light, thus the transmitter would be "attachable" to the interior roof light. Furthermore, 
one of ordinary skill in the are would have attached the transmitter to the interior roof 
light in order to place the transmitter in a high location so that the transmitter can provide 
a broader range of transmittance.
